Marshall today branded recent 
events in Czechoslovakia as a 
'“reign of terror.“ He warned that 
the situation in the entire world 
ry, very serious.” 

| an unusual statement on 
which he permitted himself to be 
quoted Marshall expressed great 
concern not only about recent de- 
velopments in the world but also 
about the passions aroused in this 
country demanding action. 

Marshall's statement was made 
at his weekly press conference in 
reply to a correspondent who 
pointed out the great alarm in 
the United States. 

J think you correctly described 
the situation in your question,” 
Marshall said, “that there are 
great fears as to developments. 
| There is also a very strong feeling 
regarding these developments and 
considerable passion of views on 
the part of a great many in this 
country.”

Aware of Situation. 

Marshall said he was aware of 
that.

It was understood that Marshall 
feels very strongly about current 
demands in this country for the 
United States to do something, 
based on passion. 

Marshall was represented as 
disliking intensely action based 
on passion and believing strong- 
ly that the only action the United 
States can take most be coldly 
calculated. 

A reporter asked whether the 
State Department had any in- 
formation about Czech Foreign 
Minister Jan Masaryk's death 
other than that from Communist- 
controlled sources which describe 
it as a suicide. Marshall said the 
department had no formal reports

2 Asked for comment on the ap- 
peal of the Czech delegate for 
United Nations action on Czecho- 
slovakia, Marshall replied that it 
is refreshing to hear a man say 
what he actually thinks. 

Marshall also said there has 

been no change in United States 
policy toward China since Presi- 
dent, Truman’s basic policy state- 
ment of December 1945. 
That statement called for a 
broader Chinese government to 
include “other political eleménts 
in the co untry” besides Generalis- 
simo Chiang Kai-shek’s Koumin- 
tang. 

Truman’s 1945 statement Was 
the basis for Marshall’s mission 
to China which sought to bring 
the Communists into the Chisese 
Government.

NEW YORK, March 10 (UP)— 
American women have a 15 per 
cent better chance of living to be 
'65 years old than American men, 
the Metropolitan Life Insurance 
Co. said today. 

The company said the average 
white male infant born in 1900 had 
40 chances in 100 of reaching 65 
and now his chances are 60 in 100. 
The female infant had 45 chances 
of becoming 65 in 1900 and now 
has increased her chances to 75 
in 100.

VATICAN CITY, March 10 (AP) 
—Pope Pius XII, in his annual 
Lenten address to the Rome 
clergy, told them today it is their 
right and duty to impress upon 
Catholics “the extraordinary im- 
portance” of Italy’s elections April 
18 


This is considered the Pope’s 
reply to his critics in the Com- 
munist-dominated Popular Front, 
who for weeks have been charg- 
ing that the Church is improperly 
and illegally intervening in poli- 
tics. 

The Pope’s speech, the most 
forthright political pronounce- 
ment yet, placed his personal 
prestige squarely behind the ef- 
forts of Italy's cardinals, bishops 
and priests to mobilize Catholic 
votes to defeat the Left in the 
coming parliamentary elections. 

The Pope said the Church “re- 
mains outside and above political 
parties.” 

But, he asked, how could it re- 
main indifferent to the makeup of 
the Italian republic’s first Parlia- 
ment if the Parliament is to legis- 
late “in matters which so directly 
affect the highest religious inter- 
ests and the conditions of the life 
of the Church itself in Italy?” 

He said Catholics must vote for 
who safeguard the 


the true God of individuals, of 
to the law of God and Christian 


moral doctrine.” 
Failure to vote because of “indo- 


lence of cowardice” will be a grave 
sin for Catholics, the Pope de- 
clared. | 

However, he warned priests “not | 
to stoop to mean questions of po- 
litical parties, to harsh factional 
contests which irritate’ souls, 
sharpen discord, impede charity, 
and impair your very dignity and 
— efficacy of your holy minis- 
ry.” 

Pietro Nenni, left-wing Socialist, 
speaking at Monfalcone, said if 
the Italian leftists win the elec- 
tion they “will not fail to stabilize 
good relations with Russia.” He 
said a leftist victory would open 
the way for a heavy flow of trade 
between Italy and Russia.

WASHINGTON, March 10 (UF) 
—Maj. Gen. Claire L. Chennault 
told the House Foreign Affairs 
Committee today that failure to 
give China adequate military and 
economic aid quickly would lead 
to World War III. 

As he testified, Congress was 
turning on the steam to get the 
Marshall plan written into law by 
April 10. This deadline, if met, 


would throw the weight of the 
European recovery program into 
the scales against Communism 
just eight days ahead of the 
crucial Italian elections. , 


Senator Taft (Rep.), Ohio, said 
today he would vote to trim the 
European recovery program cost 
to four billion dollars but would 
oppose efforts to cut it below 
that total. Thus he will oppose 
the stand of Senator Vanden- 
berg (Rep.), Michigan, chairman 
of the Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee. Vandenberg is com- 


mitted to the $5,300,000,000 total 
ila by the Senate commit- 


Taft said he hoped the Senate 
would complete action on the 
measure this week or early next 
week. He told a reporter he 
thought a cut to three or three 
and one-half billion dollars, 
urged by some Republican or- 
tics, would provi too little 
money. “I would vote to reduce 
it to four billions,” he added. 

He said an amendment to cut 
the total to four billions probably 
will be presented Friday; He did 
not forecast its approval. 

This afternoon the Senate voted 
down, 74 to 3, a proposal by Sen- 
ator Taylor (Dem.), Idaho, to ad- 
minister foreign relief through the 
United Nations. Taylor, who is 
Henry Wallace's running mate on 
a third-party ticket, delivered a 
speech of nearly 40,000 words, He 
started yesterday and continued 
today when the Senate resumed 
session, 


He wanted the United States to 
contribute five billion dollars to, 
the United Nations to help set up 
a reconstruction and economic de- 
velopment administration for Eu- 
rope. That would be a substitute 
for the $5,300,000,000 European aid 
program. When the proposed 
anendment wac put to a vote at 
the close of his speech, only Sen- 
ators Pepper (Dem.), Florida, and 
Langer (Rep.), Nerth Dakota, 
sided with him. f ; 

The Senate approved also, by a 
voice vote, an amendment to elimi- 
nate a provision that would have 
authorized chartering 300 wartime 
Liberty cargo ships to Marshall 
plan countries. 

Chennault Testimony. 

Chennault, former American air | 
chief in China flew here from 
Shanghai to testify on the Admin- 
istration’s $570,000,000 China aid 
program. He joined other military 
men, with the notable exception 
of Secretary of State George C.

PRAGUE, March 10 (UP)—For- 
eign Minister Jan Masaryk, one 
of Czechoslovakia’s distinguished 
statesmen, killed himself today 
by plunging 45 feet from the 
bathroom window of his official 
residence in Cernin Palace. He 
was 61 years old. 

Members of his family said the 
suicide of Masaryk was in protest 
against the Communist coup in 
Czechoslovakia. The son of Thom- 
as G. Masaryk, founder of the 
republic, while calling himself a 
political independent, had ac- 
cepted reappointment to the For- 
eign Ministry under the Com- 
munist-led government. 

Interior Minister Vaclav Nosek 
told the opening session of the 
purged Parliament that Masaryk 
went from hia bedroom to the 
bathroom about 6 a.m, (11 pm,, 
St. Louis time) and from there 
leaped into the courtyard. He said 
the body was found below the sec- 
ond floor window. By the conti- 
nental system, the second fioor 
corresponds to the third floor in 
American reckoning. 

Target of Assassin’s Plot. 

The death of Masaryk recalled a 
similar incident two days after the 
Communists assumed power. Dr. 
Prokop Drtina, Minister of Justice 
before the Communist coup, was 
found unconscious under a win- 
dow outside his home. He suffered 
seVere head injuries. Police said 
Dr. Drtina attempted suicide. 

It was Dr. Drtina who accused 
the Communists of an assassina- 
tion plot against himself, Masaryk, 
and a third cabinet minister last 
fall. At that time, packages of 
explosives were mailed to the 
three ministers, but were inter- 
cepted before delivery. 

A close friend of Masaryk said 
he appeared to have died instant-

Criticism of Chiefs. 

A congressional air policy com- 
mission ‘recently criticized the 
joint chiefs of staff for failure to 
provide up to now an over-all 
strategic plan. 

The joint chiefs include General 
Army chief of 
staff; General Carl Spaatz, Air 
Force chief of staff; Admiral 
Louis E. Denfeld, chief of Naval 
operations, and Admiral William 
B. Leahy, chief of staff to the 
President, 

Disagreements between the chiefs 


of staff have existed virtually 


since the beginning of that organ- 
ization in the early war days. 
During the war, major arguments 
between the various services were 
reported actually to have delayed 
campaigns in the war zones, 

Forrestal said the civilian sec- 
retaries of the three services 
“probably will not” be at the meet- 
ing. The gathering, he implied, 
will be held at some place outside 
of Washington where there will be 
nothing to interrupt the weekend 
session, 

Strategic Planning. 

A reporter asked whether the 
arguMent between the Navy and 
Air Force over their respective 
roles in strategic planning would 
be considered, Forrestal replied 
that the discussion would relate 
to that among other things.

Resisted Lecture er. 
Few men actually had a nobler 
mind or a greater philosophy. 
Only last November, at the end of 
the General Assembly session, 
Masaryk resisted an offer to stay 
behind in the United States for a 
lecture tour. He also turned down 
an offer to write his memoirs, for 
a price runging into hundreds of 
thousands of dollars. Czechoslo-

He did the same thing in 1989 
when Dr. Eduard Benes needed 
him in London. He canceled a lu- 
crative lecture and radio tour in 
the United States.

One thing the Air Force wanted 
to find out is the effect on a B-29 
when such a big weight is re- 
leased suddenly. 

The heaviest bomb dropped prior 
to the test was one of 12% tons 
used in experiments last fall in 
Germany by the United States Air 
Force and the British Royal Air 
Force.

His latest statement on 
international policy was a recent 
message supporting military aid 
to China.

Central News Agency said in a 
Tokyo dispatch: MacArthur re- 
cently told a high Chinese off.

Kai-shek.” This official was quot- 
ed as saying the General added, 
however, his election “would be 
a miracle.”) 

There has been no indication of 
MacArthur's views on any domes- 
tic United States problem.

LONDON, March 10 (AP)—Jan 
Masaryk of Czechoslovakia in re- 
cent years was a man with a 
heavy heart and a fund of jokes. 
He was dominated and guided all 
his life by the personality of his 
father, the founder of modern 
Czechoslovakia, Thomas Garrigue 


Masaryk. 

Jan Masaryk, sometimes called 
a playboy and frequently accused 
of being frivolous in high office, 
nevertheless possessed a shrewd- 
ness which left its mark on 
Czechoslovak foreign policy. 

“My only merit,” he said once 
in a conversation at Czernin Pal- 
ace in Prague, “is that I had the 
good sense to pick out a distin- 
guished and wise father.” 

He approached every problem in 
the spirit of his father, asked 
himself constantly, “What would 
father have done?” 

A Volume on Suicide. 

In the voluminous writings of 
his father he was able to find 
counsel on practically every 
problem and speculation that can 
trouble man—even suicide. 
One of Thomas Masaryk's early 
sociological works was a thick 
volume in German: “Suicide as a 
ee of Modern Civiliza- 
on.” 
The elder Masaryk came to a 
scholarly conclusion that exag- 
gerated individualism creates an 
abnormal man who, under pres- 
sures, frequently ends his life in 
an abnormal manner. 
Constantly under the shadow of 
his father’s personality, Jan Mas- 
aryk frequently expressed a sense 
of inadequacy. But he was also 
moved by a powerful sense of 
duty and was determined, to the 
limits of his ability, to carry on 
the tradition of the broad de- 
mocracy his father introduced to 
central Europe. 

Had American Mother. 
Masaryk spoke often of his 
American mother, Charlotte Gar- 
rigue of Brooklyn, and credited her 
with having helped to formulate 
his father’s political credo. To- 
gether, he said, they worked out 
the pronouncement that “a na- 
tion that ts not founded on truth 
does not deserve to live.” 

The Czechoslovak motto became 
“truth conquers.” 


Jan Masaryk appreciated fully 
the difficulties of being the For- 
eign Minister of a little country 
between Germany and Russia, but 
until recent months at least he 
was hopeful that a balance might 
be kept. 


He said he had a Slav heart and 
a Western mind and he believed 
that his nation could be of some 
service in linking the East and 
the West. But he added: 


“It can be only a modest con- 
tribution because, after all, we are 
Buch a little people.” 


He objected to the catch phrase 
about Czechoslovakia’ being a 
bridge between the East and West. 
He recalled the old Slav saying 
that a bridge is a structure over 
which cavalry marches, and strove 
with all his energies to prevent 
his country’s becoming that kind 
of a connection. 

“In a collision between big fel- 
lows, the little fellow must not be 
so close as to be smashed,” he 
said. “But this doesn’t mean that 
we aren't going to contribute our 
modest bit to improving under- 
standing between the peoples.” 


Deplored Iron Curtain Talk. 


Masaryk's friends received an 
impression that he had very defi- 
nite promises from the Russian 
side that Czechoslovakia would be 
permitted to carry on as a repre- 
sentative democracy, Consequent- 
ly he deplored talk of an iron 
curtain shutting off much of 
ern Europe, and on a recent visit 
to the United States he insisted 
in lectures that there was no such 
curtain, 


Czechoslovaks will remember 
the light touch of humor he 
brought to every situation. He be- 
lieved that he and the late Presi- 
dent Roosevelt appreciated more 
than any other political leaders 
the value of a quip dropped into 
solemn discussions, 

Irritated once by an American 
questionnaire which required him 
to specify his race, he wrote with 
a bold hand—“human.” 

In London he saw Joachim von 
Ribbentrop, then German Ambas-

Masaryk, next in the reception 
line, whispered to the King: “I 
suggest you throw him out.” 

Knew New York Well, 

Masaryk boasted frequently of 
his thorough acquaintance with 
New York, said he “knew every 
alley” between Third avenue and 
the Hast River. He related many 
anecdotes of his life in New York 


ing as an ofice boy, plumber’s as- 
sistant, and piano player in a 
movie house. 


He retained his interest in 
music and his skill at the piano, 
frequently playing for his visitors.

MASARYK’S LAST WORDS

Czechoslovak Foreign 
Minister, in answering a series 
of questions submitted to him 
said the United Nations as a 
peace instrument “is more 
than ever needed now,” and 
must go through “a severe 
test” of self-discipline and 
calmness to try to achieve its 
goal—preservation of peace. 

He said “I absolutely disbe- 
lieve the inevitability of an 
east-west conflict and consider 
the mere thought of it a 
monstrosity.” 


munists. Masaryk’s conception had 
always been that, as his father’s 
son, he should be a detached 
neutral, outside of the confusions 
of party maneuvering. 

Masaryk was born Sept. 14, 1886 
in Prague. He completed his edu- 
cation at Charles University, 
Prague. Later he studied in Bos- 
ton. 

He made his first visit to the 
United States in 1907, and worked 
for Charles Crane, the father of 
Richard Crane, who became first 
United States Minister to Czecho- 
slovakia. He remained in the 
United States until 1913. 

During the first World War 
Masaryk served with the Austro- 
Hungarian Army and was dis- 
charged with the rank of first 
Heutenant. After the war he en- 
tered the Czechoslovak diplomatic 
service and was assigned to the 
Czech legation in Washington as 
charge d'affaires, a post he held 
through 1919 and 1920. 


He was then transferred to Lon- 
don as legation secretary, remain- 
ing until 1923, when he was called 
to Prague. 

Resigned After Munich. 
For two years, 1923-24, he was 
a secretary in the Ministry of 
Foreign Affairs. Then he was sent 
to London as Czechoslovak Min- 
ister. He remained in London un- 
til 1988, resigning after Munich. 
Later, he went to the United 
States, and while still in Amer- 
ica, was named Minister of For- 
eign Affairs of the Czechoslovak 
Government in London, As such, 
he signed for the Czechoslovak 
Government a treaty with the So- 
viet Union which renewed friend- 
ship ties of the two nations, and 
which gave the Czech Government 
the right to form an army on Rus- 
sian soil. 
Masaryk's wartime broadcasts 
were a source of consolation to 
the Czech people who had to bear 
the brunt of a German-run econ- 
omy. They bore Masaryk no ill 
will for being out of the country. 
One of his first acts upon arriv- 
ing in Czechoslovakia again after 
World War II was to lay a wreath 
on the grave of Karl Capek, one 
of the nation’s greatest writers. 
When he returned to his car he 
found this message chalked on a 
door: 
We love you.” 

Masaryk married Frances Crane 
Leatherbee in 1924. They were di- 
vorced in 1931. She now lives at 
Woods Hole, Mass. His sister, 
Alice Masaryk, lives in Prague. 
Another sister, Mrs. Olga Revilliod, 
lives in Geneva, Switzerland.

Several hours later Warren R. 
Austin, chief American delegate, 
took the unusual diplomatic step 
of replying directly to the remarks 
of the spokesman.

“I regret that the Soviet spokes-

Edwin B. Meissner, commission 
chairman, addressed the regular 
meeting of the board, and give the 
members copies of a 22-page re- 
port based on a study by the 
commission committee. 

“In comparing the facilities and 
personnel of the Booker T. Wash- 
ington Technical High School with 
those of Hadley Technical High 
School, we find severe discrepan- 
cies which indicate discrimination 
against our Negro students,” 
Meissner said. “The training is 
sadly lacking in quality and diver- 
sification in Booker T. Washing- 
ton Technical High School, and 
is a severe impairment to the 
welfare and development of our 
entire community. 

“We realize fully that the first 
requirement to improve the phys- 
ical facilities and expand the 
personnel of Washington school is 
the need for funds. We under- 
stand, too, that the funds re- 
quested by the board in the past, 
some bf which were intended for 
this specific improvement which 
we are so earnestly seeking, were 
not forthcoming. — 

“We are not here to tell you 
what to do and how to do it, but 
we do request as emphatically as 
words can convey that you take 
prompt and adequate action to 
equalize at least the facilities and 
personnel in both colored and 
white vocational training tchools.“ 

Economic Welfare. 


In recommending that, should a 
continued lack of funds prevent 
construction of a new school for 
Negroes in the immediate future, 
some Negroes be sent to Hadley, 
Meissner noted that a part of the 
facilities at the latter institution 
are not used. The commission de- 
cided to take up the matter of vo- 
cational education first and “for 
the time remain silent on the de- 
ficiencies in our elementary 
schools for colored children,“ 
Meissner said, because it is felt 
that better vocational training 
would be of most immediate bene- 
fit to the economic welfare of Ne-

Learned of Sheriff's 
‘Accident From Papers, 
Ex-Officer Says.

Teatimony that Coroner Thomas 
F. Callanan of St. Louis told po- 
lice officials he did not see his 
friend, Sheriff John F. Dougherty 
the night the Sheriff had an auto- 
mobile accident in December 1946, 
was given today at Callanan’s 
trial on a charge of perjury at 
Warrenton, Mo., before a jury of 
nine men and three women. 

The trial, which opened today 
following speedy selection of the 
jury, was transferred to War- 
renton from St, Charles, where 
the alleged perjury occurred last 
May at Sheriff Dougherty’s trial 
on a charge of feloniously leav- 
ing the scene of an automobile 
accident. 

Maurice Mulcahy, retired in- 
spector of the St. Louis Police De- 
partment, testified that he and 
Maj. Curtis Brostron, who has 
succeeded him, questioned Calla- 
nan about the Dougherty accident. 
Mulcahy explained that St. Louis 
newspapers were critical of the 
police handling of the case, and 
that Dougherty’s damaged auto- 
mobile had been abandoned near 
Callanan’s tavern and home at 
Highland and Marcus avenues. 

Visit to Coroner. 

The accident occurred on the 
night of. Dec, 14-15, Mulcahy re- 
lated, and he and Brostron called 
on Callanan at the coroner’s of- 
fice on Dec. 24 in the course of 
their investigation. 

“I told him what we were do- 
ing and mentioned that the Sher- 
it's automobile had been found 
near Callanan’s place,” the witness 
told the jury. “Then we asked 
him if he had seen Dougherty the 
night of the accident.” 

“Callanan replied that he had 
been in his tavern the night af 
Dec. 14 until about midnight, 
then had retired to his home,” 
Mulcahy testified. “He said he 
did_not see Dougherty that night, 
and did not learn of the accident 
until he read about it in the 
newspapers.” | ; 

Muleahy added that Callanan 
told him and Brostron he had not 
known that Dougherty’s machine 
was parked near the Callanan 
tavern.

Edward Z. Linders III, 12 years 
old, ‘testified today in the murder | 
trial at Clayton of his father, Ed- 
ward Z. Linders Jr., that he saw | 


his father eat a handful of worms 
when the vo were fishing in the 
Meramec river last summer. 

“I cried and asked Daddy to 
take me to my home,” the boy 
said. He lives with his mother, | 
Mrs. Margaret Riesner, former 
wife of Linders, at 4156 North | 
Grand bouleyard. In testimony | 
frequently interrupted by tears, | 
the witness told of seeing his fa- | 
ther eat two raw eggs, shell and 
all, on another occasion last sum- 
mer. His evidence was intended 
to support the defense of insanity 
made by Linders’s attorney, Jo- 
ge ph A. Falzone. . 

Falzone told the jury yesterday 
he would prove Linders was in- 
sane last Sept. 7 when he shot 
and killed his stepmother’s sister, 
Mrs. Grace McAndrew in her Kirk- | 
wood home, that he is insane now | 
and ought to be treated and 
“put away.” 

As the boy left the stand he 
waved at his father, who acknowl- 
édged the gesture with a smile. 
He was preceded on the stand: by 
his mother who said she divorced 
Linders in 1942. She testified Lin- 
ders had expressed a wish to die 
on several occasions and brooded | 
over the deaths of his parents. 
Falzone sald Linders would take 
the stand in his own defense. 

A later witness, Miss Stella 
Thombs, 1835 Lafayette avenue, | 
said she once saw the defendant 
bite a pet toad in half and swallow 
the half. The incident occurred, 
she said, at Castlewood on the 
Meramec river, where Linders 
was attempting to prove to three 
other persons “the mind was 
stronger than the body.” He had 
been drinking at the time, she 
said. 

Falzone said he would prove 
that Mrs. McAndrew taunted the 
defendant with the advice to “go 
tos St. Peter's Cemetery and get 
the estate from vour dear dead 
mother.“ The estate referred to 
was that of the elder Linders, over 
which the son fought an unsuc- 
cessful but bitter court battle with 
Mrs. Alma Linders, his stepmother 
and Mrs. MeAhdrew's sister. 

Associate Prosecuting Attorney 
William J., Hough rested the 
state’s case yesterday after intro- 
ducing & transcript of Linders's 
testimony at the Inquest in which 
he admitted the shooting and tes- 
tified the .45 caliber pistol found 
by police later was the weapon he | 
had used. The transcript was ad- 
mitted in evidence by Circuit 
Judge Amandus Brackman despite | 
objections by the defense,

The problem is complicated, but 
at the expense of over-simplifica- 
tion, the major positions appear to 
be these? 

1. Rebuilding a Japanese 
economy with vast heavy indus- 
trial enterprises, including steel 
production capacity even higher 
than Japan’s wartime peak, and 
geared for maximum exports. 

2. Reconstructing Japan along 
more modest lines, in view of 
the loss of its empire which sup- 
plied raw materials, and gearing 
the economy more to the produc- 
tion of consumer goods which 
would raise the standard of liv- 
ing of the Japanese themselves. 

The issue has been smouldering 
behind the seenes for months, It 
was indirectly brought into the 
open recently when Secretary of 
the Army Kenneth C. Royall made 
public a 300-page report on an “In- 
dustrial Reparation Survey of Ja- 

an.” 

The army report was made by 
“Overseas Consultants, Inc.” — a 
group of private business engineer- 
ing corporations. The Army has 
not approved or disapproved its 
findings. It ig reported the Army 
allowed the group a maximum of 
$650,000 of government money to 
do the job. 

The report recommends the 
United States junk its present 
policy on Japanese reparations 
and Future strength of Japanese 
industries, and stop all removal 
of plants for reparation payments 
except “primary war facilities.” It 
says more than 8,000,000 tons of 
steel production capacity will be 
needed in Japan annually. In con- 
trast, the existing United States 
and Allied policy calls for 3,500,000 
tons.

NE really wonders on what 
grounds the English had the 
insolence to declare war on 
the Axis powers. Either they must 
not have known our superiority, 
and their inferiority, or else—and 
this seems more plausible—they 
intended from the very beginning 
to have other countries and 
peoples to do their fighting for 
them. At any rate, that’s where 
I attack the English vigorously 
in the German press and also in 
our foreign-language broadcasts. 
But the English won't let them- 
selves be disturbed in the com- 
Placency of their arguments. They 
are a very peculiar people with 
whom it is difficult to have an 
argument. They are obdurate to 
a degree that gets on one’s nerves 
in the long run. Possibly that is

FEB. 3, 1942. 
HE Japanese are so cocksure 
and positive about their prog- 
nosis that one can hardly 
doubt their successes. On the other 
, of course, one must not fail 
to observe that the Japanese now 
and then exaggerate grossly and 
that their propaganda is very 
juvenile. Thus, for instance, the 
navy spokesman declared at 
Tokyo that the Japanese intend 
to land on the American conti- 
nent and march into Washington. 
I call pretty strong medicine 
and cla the Japanese are only 
hurting their cause by such pro- 

nouncemente. 

I therefore gave orders that 
grossly exaggerated Japanese 
news items must not be published 
in the German press. Mistakes of 
a type usually occur only at 


the beginning of a war when the 
tricks of the trade have not yet 
been mastered. 


“Noticeable Letdown in U. 8.” 

In the United States there has 
been a noticeable letdown. Boast- 
ful figures concerning the poten- 
tialities of American arms pro- 
duction are no longer published. 
My attention has been called to 
the fact that the American war 
industry would of course be able 
to manufacture enormous quanti- 
ties of material if life in America 
were slanted completely in the 
direction of war. So far there are 
no signs of this. But of course 
that may come more quickly than 
people imagine. 

We see by the example of the 
Soviet Union what a big people 
are able to do along that line. 
Public and private life there has 
for a quarter century been geared 
solely to war. The success is 
enormous. 

Quisling’s appointment as pre- 
mier (in Norway) has created a 
sensation in the countries at war 
with us and has drawn in its 
wake great waves of angry com- 
mentary. Quisling is hated vio- 
lently in the entire enemy world 
and is now the target for vile 
calumniation. He has actually 
succeeded in becoming a symbol, 
although he doesn’t really deserve 
it. Bat the more he is attacked 
abroad, the more it becomes our 
duty to support him. 

I therefore gave the German 
press instructions to give his ap- 


pointment a good build-up and to 


see to it that with us, at least, 
he receives favorable publicity.

N the United States people are 

extremely concerned about the 

situation in the Pacific. Even 
that big mouth and tall talker, 
Knox, delivered a speech which 
was diametrically opposed to his 
emanations before the outbreak of 
the war. 


He who previously always 
boasted that the United States 
fleet was big enough to conduct 
a two-ocean war must now sud- 
denly admit very modestly that 


enough for one ocean, that it can-

Hidden Ammunition Confiscated. 

In past months, authorities have 
discovered and confiscated mil- 
lions of rounds of ammunition, 
thousands of machine guns, mor- 
tars and hand grenades, tons of 
dynamite, TNT and other explo- 
sives. 

Still, scarcely a day goes by 
without new raids and new con- 
fiscations announced by the Min- 
istry of the Interior and provincial 
authorities. 

In most cases, according to pub- 
lic security officials, the caches 
appear to consist of wartime 

stocks. They have uncovered little 
evidence to support occasional 
sensational stories that arms are 
being parachuted to underground 
bands by planes sent from neigh-

The president is re- 
quired to offer the Prime Ministry 
to the group which seems strong- 
est and best able to create a firm 
government, 

One well-informed source esti- 
mates the Communists and their 
allies will get between 30 and 35 
per cent of the vote, the Catholic 
party about the same proportion, 
the non-Fascist right wing coali- 
tion 8 per cent, the anti-Commu- 
nist wing of Socialism 6 per cent, 
the mildly Leftist Republican 
party 6 per cent, the Monarchists 
4 per cent and the unconverted 
Fascists 3 per cent. 

The names of the 22 parties 
indicated variously the hopes, 
dreams and problems of postwar 
Italy. One peace-seeking group 
uses a map of Europe, North 
America’ and Asia as its symbol. 
It calls itself “The Movement for 
the United States of the World.”

In re your editorial, “Let the Greedy 
Pay”—the building industry has too 
much greed, Take the recent commer- 

tal lathers’ strike. 

The lathers are the men who furnish 
the structure (gyp lath in residential, 
metal lath and channels in commercial 

work) on which plaster is applied. They 
are a different trade entirely from the 
plasterers. They offered to work far the 
old scale if the plastering contractors 
would let them sub direct from an own- 
er or a general contractor. But the an- 
wer was “No,” so up goes the lathers’ 
scale with a 25-cent-an-hour boost, which 
will spark another general construction 
wage boost, 

Why this greed on the part of the 
plastering contractors? In all other 
phases of construction you can buy the 
materials yourself (steel, plumbing or 
lighting fixtures or what-not) and the 
sub-contractor will install. Why should 
a lathing contractor not work direct, if 
ft will save an owner 25 cents an hour 
on labor, plus the plastering contractor's 
margin of profit?

A Conservation Program 


The “Conservation Credo of an American” 
which 42 prominent Americans have issued from 
Washington comes as a challenge to the Credo 
of Plunder which group after group has been 
bringing to the nation’s capital. 

The 42, among them Chester Davis, Eleanor 
Roosevelt, William Green and Louis Bromfield, 
are concerned about the spoilation, actual and 
intended, of the nation's lands, forests, waters 
and other natural resources, They think it is 
time to stand and fight. 

Their manifesto in essence calls for preserva- 
tion of the national reserves and development of 
rivers and valleys on the TVA pattern, making 
the care of the watersheds an integral and equal 


part of the program along with control of the. 


streams. 

These are not merely high-minded statements 
of abstract principles. They are fighting words, 
and they fight real enemies. For proposals to 
waste the nation’s resources have become num- 
erous, inspired, as Marquis Childs says, by the 
feeling in some quarters that a political ice age 
is returning. 

+ * . 

There is the proposal to abolish the Jackson 
Hole National Monument in Wyoming, a 173,000- 
acre preserve. 

There is the proposal of a group of Western 
sheep and cattle men to open up 20 million acres 
of public lands to what the Denver Post calls 
“the most colossal land grab ever attempted in 
American history.” | 

There is the proposal to permit lumbering in 
56,000 acres of Olympic National: Park, in Wash- 
ington, as a first step to cutting the magnificent 
Douglas fir and Sitka pine in 300,000 acres, or 
roughly one-third, of this virgin forest. 

There is the proposal to give veterans up to 
three square miles each of the Tongass National 
Forest in Alaska, which would allow lumber 
companies and other interests to use veterans as 
fronts and buy for a fraction of its value this 
national asset of spruce, cedar and hemlock, as 
was done in other forests after the Civil and 
Mexican wars. 

There is the proposal to open the tidelands oil 
reserves of the nation, estimated to contain five 
times the known oil reserves within the conti- 
nental United States, to unbridled private ex- 
ploitation under state leases, though this coun- 
try lacks enough oil for its defense in wartime 
and is making heroic efforts to get a sufficiency 
in the Middle East, even at the risk of war. 

There is the proposal of the Army Engineers 
and the Reclamation Bureau to spend more than 
five billion dollars in an incomplete and lop- 
sided development of the Missouri Valley which 
would so far neglect the land and forest phases 
of the work that, according to a budget request 
last year, less than 1 per cent of the money 
would be spent on them. . 

* * * 

Against this background of plunder and wast- 
age the pronunciamento of the 42 Americans is 
not only timely but pressing. 

“We are in danger,” said Morris L. Cooke in 
announcing the conservation credo, “of losing 
possession of that great natural heritage which 
Theodore Roosevelt and his crusading forester, 
Gifford Pinchot, secured to us and which Sena- 
tor George Norris and Franklin Roosevelt devel- 
oped so extensively for our common benefit 
through vast regional programs.” 


This is a danger that will be averted as long 


as public servants are as alert and as trucu- 
lently jealous of the public domain as Harold 
Ickes was in his tenure as Secretary of the In- 
terior. The “Conservation Credo of an Ameri- 
can” invites members of Congress and the Ex- 
ecutive to that kind of public service. 
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The Dairy Construction Code 

In a move as badly needed as it is sorely be- 
lated, Health Commissioner Bredeck has pre- 
sented to the Mayor’s Milk Investigation Com- 
mittee a proposed code to define requirements 
for dairy barns in the St. Louis milkshed. 

Dr. Bredeck’s first draft is unsatisfactory and 
has been presented to spokesmen of the dairy 
farmers. for proposed revisions. It is studded 
with intangible terms such as adequate,“ rea- 
sonable,” “properly,” “if necessary,” “in an ap- 
proved manner” and “easily accessible.” Such 
terms can be varied at the whim of dairy in- 
spectors and can be used to justify discrimina- 
gon and capricious change of the sort that dairy- 

n in the St. Loulg milkshed have been 


complaining of for years. 


The dairymen are entitled to a code which 
will let them know exactly where they stand 
before they lay out the thousands of dollars 
needed for a modern dairy barn. A reasonable 
and definite code, reasonably administered, should 
help materially to bring onto the shortage- 
threatened St. Louis market milk which now 
goes to Chicago or which is turned into butter, 
cheese or condensed milk. 

Such a code and such enforcement might en- 
able St. Louis to cease importing from the Chica- 
go milkshed annually more than $2,000,000 worth 
of milk which should be produced in our own 
rich dairying area. 

The Chicago milk comes high. It also bur- 
dens Chicago with a surplus milk problem in 
months of flush production when the St. Louis 
milkshed is supplying its own needs. In fair- 
ness to both cities, the supply in the local milk- 
shed should be expanded until it is adequate to 
St, Louis’ needs. 


Who Is the Guilty St. Louisan? 

Who is the St. Louisan whose income tax 
frauds over a period of four years amount, with 
penalties, to $804,000? Why is his name not 
made public and why is he not prosecuted like 
any other deliberate offender against the law? 

These questions were raised yesterday by the 
House Appropriations Committee. The commit- 
tee implied that the guilty person had used 
“Washington connections” to obtain leniency. 
The person was quoted by an Internal Revenue 
agent as saying, “I have spent money in Wash- 
ington,” but as refusing to tell to whom he 
paid it. 

This apparently is not an isolated instance. 
The committee says, “Possibly 50 per cent of the 
cases in St. Louis originating with evidence of 
fraud are never presented to the United States 
Attorney for an opinion” as to whether they 
should be prosecuted. Yet the St. Louis Internal 
Revenue office, as compared with other regional 
offices, “appears to be rather well managed.” 

The committee believes the Internal Revenue 
Bureau has “too much discretion” as to whether 
prosecutions shall be ordered in cases of inten- 
tional falsification of income returns. This 
seems a logical conclusion. The prosecution or 
nol-prossing of tax fraud, like other fraud, 
should be in the hands of the Department of 
Justice, which is set up to perform this function. 

To leave it to the Internal Revenue Bureau 
seems to invite bribery or the social cultivation 


of clerks and agents who are in a strategic posi- 
tion. This, the Appropriations Committee im- 
plies, is just what has happened in the $804,000 
affair. 

The committee should go further and recom- 
mend specific machinery to remedy the situa- 
tion. Moreover, the committee should call the 
person involved here, with those responsible for 
quashing his case, and give the affair a thorough 
airing. The light of publicity is badly needed. 
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St. Louis and the McCollum Decision 


The Rev. C. Oscar Johnson, president of the 
St. Louis School Board, is right when he says 
there is a difference between the St. Louis and 
Champaign systems for religious instruction 
through the public schools. St. Louis’ procedure 
is to release students on request of parents for 
sectarian classes on school time but away from 
the school premises. The Champaign plan 
brought religious teachers into the schools and 
used classrooms and other facilities. 

This difference is, in our opinion, the differ- 
ence between a small encroachment on the sep- 
aration of church and state and a larger, and 
therefore more dangerous, encroachment. 

The encroachment lies in the fact that any 
plan which employs the public school system 
in any way does so because it uses the great 
body of public school students as already re- 
cruited material. If churches can make use of 
students organized through the public schools 
and of time otherwise allotted for school classes, 
the churches are spared a great load of work at 
the very outset. 

There can be no question as to the good in- 
tentions of those citizens who have set up these 
religious training programs in some 2200 Ameri- 
can communities. These inter-denominational 
groups mean well and in most places their dif- 
fering systems have worked without disturbance. 
Even so, the mildest form is an invasion, how- 
ever slight, of the basic principle that church 
and state be kept separate. 

Superintendent Hickey is to be commended in 
calling for a legal opinion on the status of the 
St. Louis plan in the light of the McCollum de- 
cision. It is to be hoped, however, that the in- 
tent is not to see how far the School Board can 
go in keeping the local Interfaith Committee’s 
program in operation within the limits of the 
Champaign ruling. The soundest thing to do is 
to observe the principle of separation with ut- 
most fidelity. 

As long as some church groups use the public 
schools in released time religious training, other 
church groups will have an argument for tax 
funds for parochial schools, books, bus fares and 
other support. Such competition for the favors 
of the state would inevitably bring sectarian ani- 
mosities and dissensions which should be scru- 
pulously kept out of our national life. 

St. Louis can distinguish itself in the eyes of 
the country by taking the lead in a full, broad 
and wise application of the victory which Vashti 
McCollum has won for religious freedom. It can 
do so by abolishing the released time program. 
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Freedom: British Definition

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Stalling Off the Fly Ash Law 


The worst nuisance in St. Louis is fly ash, 
Every housewife is up in arms about it. A plan 
for getting rid of it—or at least reducing it to a 
bearable quantity—was brought forward long 
ago. But an aldermanic committee, chairmanned 
by Richard Nichols of the Ninth Ward, has kept 
this cooped up for six months. 

Instead of recommending this proposal to the 
Board of Aldermen for adoption, Mr. Nichols 


now has asked the City Counselor’s office to 


prepare an amendment. This would permit pres- 
ent equipment to remain in use until it wears 
out. In other words, it would make the pending 
ordinance apply only to new furnaces and smoke- 
stacks. 

In that form, the ordinance could do about as 
much toward getting rid of the fly ash inunda- 
tion as a snake handler could do to start another 
40-day deluge. It would actually guarantee that 
there would be little improvement for 10, 15 or 
20 years—or however long it might take present- 
ly installed equipment to wear out. 

It might even worsen the situation. For ex- 
ample, Union Electric, whose Cahokia plant ad- 
mittedly is the worst offender in the area, might 
decide to abandon its 33, 000, 000 voluntary fly 


ash elimination program. Its management might 


well argue that since the aldermen show so little 
interest in bettering conditions within the city 
limits, there can be no pressing obligation on it 
to spend a lot of money beyond those limits. 

What then is behind the stalling and backslid- 
ing of Mr. Nichols’ committee? James L. Ford 
Jr., leader in the fight against fly ash as well as 
smoke, pointed out at the City Hall hearings 
that both the Legislative and the Manufacturers’ 
Committee of the Chamber of Commerce voted 
with but one dissenting ballot for the anti-fly 
ash ordinance. Indeed, so far as the record 
goes, the entire community is for the measure— 
with only that one exception. That is Anheuser- 
Busch. Its representatives have fought it uphill 
and down, indoors and out. 

Can there be any significance in the fact that 
Alderman Nichols represents the ward in which 
the brewery is located? Perhaps the voters of 
the Ninth Ward had better let him know how 
they feel about fly ash. They certainly have had 
plenty of experience with the gritty dirt. 
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As Expected 

If Stassen had won all che delegates or nearly 
all in the New Hampshire primary, that would 
have been sensational news. As it is, the elec- 
tion simply followed professional expectations, 
with Stassen winning only two delegates. Dewey, 
as in other states, has won the favor of a major- 
ity of the Republican organization and it turned 
out the vote for him. It should be understood 
that such tests as in New Hampshire bring out 
only a fraction of the vote cast in general elec- 
tions; therefore, it is largely a professional politi- 
cal show. Since only two of the many G.O.P. 
candidates were entered, the primary merely 
shows that Stassen was unable to break through 
Dewey's machine support.

The Mirror

Mussolini’s former domain has made progress toward recovery, 
writes correspondent, but it is heavily shadowed by Communist 
threat; unemployment and Socialist co-operation give the Reds a 
chance in April's election; Marshall plan needed to stop them.

ROME, 

The atmosphere of Italy is like that of a 
warm day with an undercurrent of icy wind. 
Here is a country putting a lost war and 
two decades of Fascism behind it with 
something of a flourish. After the gray 
stagnation of Germany it seems to hum 
with the sound of 
hammers and chisels. 

Under the surface 
there is more hunger 
and misery than in 
France and England, 
but from the Po Val- 
ley all the way to 
Rome the landscape 
smiles and so do the 
people, 

Italy is too poor to 
do much rebuilding 
except with her own Benito Mussolini 
labor and the material at hand. This 
makes the results more noteworthy. After 
the liberation not a railway line was un- 
broken and hardly a bridge was standing. 
Now the trains run on time. 


Hope and Suspense 


This was news in Mussolini's time, and 
should be bigger news today, for it proves 
to Italians that even a weak democratic 
government is able to keep trains on sched- 
ule. Other reconstruction work is due to 
private enterprise. 

This is what makes the picture impres- 
sivé, The Italians are not fighters. They 
are builders, They are in their element 
making roads, putting up walls, erecting a 
new story on top of an old structure of 
civilization, They have a historic sense of 
continuity. 


Unemployment and underproduction ex- 
ist side by side in Italy—the first due to 
overpopulation, lack of markets and raw 
materials; the second to the drop in man- 
hour output, due to strikes, undernourish- 
ment and deliberately provoked labor rest- 
lessness, On the whole, however, despite 
parasites and black marketers, Europe's 
plague of locusts, this country shows more 
will to recovery than many victors. 

This is the warm current in the atmos- 
phere. But you can shiver too in Italy. It 
is an odd combination of hopeful recon- 
struction and fearful suspense. Nowhere 
has the Communist victory in Czechoslova- 
kia caused such glee among Communists 
and gloom among anti-Communists, 


Yesterday coming down from the restive 
North everyone was asking the same ques- 
tion: After Finland is it our turn? 


The answers were not very confident. A 
couple of well-dressed Communist Deputies 
were in a crowd representing strong work- 
ers’ groups in Lombardy. From their cool 
and rather arrogant manner and the sput- 
tering but defensive attitude of other pas- 
sengers, mostly business men, two things 
were evident: first, that both sides are 
convinced of Communist strength, and, sec- 
ond, that success of Soviet moves in the 
East bolsters Communist support and wears 
down resistance in the West. 


Socialists Follow Reds 


This is a factor in the trembling balance 
the United States cannot afford to ignore. 
Without the Marshall plan, which is a sign 
of action, all our protests against Commu- 
nist coups would have as little effect in 
Western Europe as they have in Moscow. 

The question is urgent in Italy because 
the elections next month will be the first 
free vote on Communism since elected 
regimes were thrown out by Communist 
minorities in three countries and the Com- 
inform outlined its design for power, 


Here a great body of Socialists follows 
the Communists, Alone in Europe they kiss 
the hand that strikes them down wherever 
Communists have seized power. This is 
why some wise observers believe the Com- 
munists have a better chance to win here 
than anywhere else. 


With the largest party membership out- 
side of Russia and abject support of the 
Socialist majority they are certainly a seri- 
ous threat. Otherwise Vatican and Church 
leaders, heretofore hesitant to intervene 
directly in the political struggle, would not 
openly warn the faithful against joining 
or voting for the Communist party. 
Catholic Communists? 

: ‘ffect of this action cannot be fore- 
Be. In a country 95 per cent Catholic, 
many Communists must be Catholics. In 
normal times on normal issues Italians, 


like the French, resent the interference of 
the Church in politics. 


These are not normal times, however, 
nor is the choice that confronts Italy a 
normal political issue. Ardent anti-clericals 
are not the least vocal among many who 
wistfully believe that the Vatican is Italy's 
protection against Communism. 


If Congress Loses, Prestige

Just because a politician hollers against 
the Reds, as practically all of them are 
doing lustily, does not automatically make 
an angel of him by a long shot. The 
smokescreen is a venerable and frequently 
successful device of political strategy.

How It Started

“DO AS I SAY, NOT AS I DO” 


f the satire implicit in this 

phrase is not on the surface— 

the implication of lip service 
which is contradicted by contrary 
action—it is perfectly clear in the 
first recorded used use of the ex- 
pression, which goes back 400 
years in literature and is doubt- 
less older in common speech. 

The assumption that the saying 
is even older than its first publica- 
tion, which dates 1546, is based on 
the nature of that publication be- 
ing in the form of a proverb. It 
is found in Heywood's collection, 
the earliest extant of old English 
sayings, in this very explicit form: 

“It is as folke dooe, and not as 
folk sale.“ 

The literary history of the idea 
includes usage in famous works 
down the centuries, such as 
Selden’s “Table-talk,” first pub- 
lished in 1869 and again in 1887? 
“Preachers say, Do as I say, not 
do as I do.” 

And coming down to four dec- 
ades ago, the well-known British 
publication, the “Spectator” was 
not above reviving the old saying 
in this way: “It has always been 
considered allowable to say .. 
to children, “Do as I say rather 
than as I do.”

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Answer to 
Question on 
Health Topic

UESTION: A mother of three 
children has been told she has 
syphilis. Can she infect her 
husband and children while being 


treated? Is there a cure for it?” 


Answer: Syphilis can certainly 
be cured today, provided the pa- 
tient starts treatment early enough 
and continues with the treatmént 
faithfully. The treatment of syph- 
ilis today consists of injections 
into the veins of the arsenic com- 
pounds or the injections of peni- 
cillin, or both. The most success- 
ful treatment has been with peni- 
cillin in large quantities, Because 
the treatment with the arsenic 
compounds is longer, and because 
these patients improve to the point 
where they feel perfectly well 
they are apt to stop treatment be- 
fore a cure has been affected. 
Therefore, it is important to con- 
tinue treatment even after all 
tests are negative, After a cure 
has been obtained, it is important 
to have blood tests done for sev- 
eral months to be sure a “re- 
lapse” does not occur. 


Nearly, but not all cases of 
syphilis are caused by infection 
through sexual relations or kiss- 
ing. patient usually can not 
infect anothér person while re- 
ceiving treatment provided the 
treatment is kept up regularly. 
No treatments should be skipped. 
However, because of the intimate 
contact between a mother and her 
husband and children, they should 
have blood tests done to be sure 
she has not infected them before 
she started taking treatment. 
Quite often syphilis is present 
long before it is suspected.

VERY homemaker should 

have an ample stock of food 

on her pantry shelf and in her 
refrigerator at all times. Then 
when it is absolutely impossible 
for her to go to the store to buy 
even one extra item, she is ready 
to meet all emergencies and able 
to prepare a good meal in a hurry. 
An ample stock includes a good 
representation in the basic seven- 
food groups, Of course this does 
not mean hoarding a great variety 
of foods and a large quantity of 
each kind. Just a few cans or 
packages of each is sufficient. 
And not more than three or “our 
days supply of the most perisha- 
ble foods should be stored in the 
refrigerator at any time, 

Canned foods that fill such a 
bill are tomatoes, tomato juice, 
peaches, pears, cherries, beang, 
peas, corn (whole kernel and 
cream style), beets, mushrooms, a 
jar or so of pickles, olives, a bot- 
tle of catchup, chili sauce, a few 
cans of evaporated milk, tuna, 
salmon, tongue, sardines, corned 
beef hash, a glass or so of dried 
beef. Packaged goods should in- 
clude shortening, cod fish, coffee, 
tea, cocoa, chocolate, macaroni, 
:| spaghetti, dry beans, split peas, 
“| dry cheese, seasonings like bouil- 
lon or meat extract paste, mustard, 
vinegar, salad dressing, French 
dressing and a variety of herb

meal, cereals, rice. 

Of the perishables, there should 
always be in the refrigtrator 
some fresh greens like lettuce, 
ee endive, celery, carrots, cabbage, 
radishes, and butter, cream, milk, 
eggs, cheese and nuts. And there 
should always be some potatoes 
around, With this kind of a 
larder to draw from, a good cook 
can prepare a good many excel- 
lent meals even for company, To- 
day's salad is one kind that is a 
hearty, one-dish supper that is 
made from pantry staples.

Fix It Yourself

“What Happened to all 
the Hot Water?” 


HE dismal cry, “What hap- 
pened to all the hot water?” 
has been echoing around resi- 


man by the name of Joe jumped 
into a hot spring and found it had 
frozen over. 

There are quite a bunch of 
items that will furnish you with 
a cold Saturday night bath. For 
instance, if the water is heated by 
a coil in a warm air furnace the 
coil may be so covered over with 
ash and soot that no heat can get 
at it. The cure here is to clean off 
the coil. A hot water coil in any 
type of heating plant is liable to 
get lined on the inside with min- 
erals from the water. The deposit 
will grow inside until the flow of 
water is so small that even a 
squirrel] couldn’t get a bath. If you 
feel] ambitious you can remove 
the coil, and soften up the deposit 
| by filling it with a solution of one 
part muriatic acid to ten parts 
water. Let thig solution stand for 
a while and the softened scale can 
then be removed. The other cure 
is just to get a new coil which is 
a lot less work. 

A common cause of no hot wa- 
ter in modern systems is that the 
thermostat on the heater or the 
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aquastat on the furnace is not set 
properly. Better check with your 
dealer to get the correct setting 
as they will differ according to 
brand and type of heater. 

And last of all a newly installed 
hot water system will fail to work 
because it was not properly 
hooked up. And the job of getting 
it straightened out is something 
for your plumber to fuss with.

LAYING OFF ON GIN 


Y publishers have estimated 

that there are 25,000,000 - gin 

players, While they never 
gave me the source of their fig- 
ures I believe they base them on the 
fact that there are over 10,000,000 
variations to the game and that 
each variation needs at least two 
players. Most of these variations 
are unimportant, and the ad- 
herents of one are always willing 
to try the other man’s way, but 
there is one point of considerable 
dissension. That is, the matter 
of allowing lay-offs on gin. 

About one gin player in four 
believes that you should be al- 
lowed to lay-off on gin and he is 
usually rabid on the subject and 
won't play any other way. He 
may go further and even refuse 
to associate with the lame-brains 
who won't allow lay-offs. 

The other three-quarters of gin 
players won't allow lay-offs and 
while they are not quite as rabid 
as the die hard lay-off man they 
do take a rather dim view of his 
gin intelligence. 

To make my own position clear, 
I side with the majority, but not 
to the extent of believing that 
people who allow lay-offs on gin 
should be ostracized or even de- 
prived of any tivil rights.
